On May 11, 1981, The U.S. Fnvironmental Protection Agency imple- 
mented an "Interim Measures Program" requiring owners and users of 
transformers containing PCB's to undertake inspection, maintenance 
and record-keeping and where the transformers vose an exposer to 
food and feed products certain reporting reavirements. These re- 
porting requirements apply to transformers, not capacitors or 
electromagnets. 


Human exposure to PCB's or vapors from leaking units containing 
PCB's is harmful. Although inspection of capacitors containing 
PCB's is not reauired, voluntary inspection or replacement is en- 
couraged to reduce the risk of expnosure to PCB's.

"An irreparable impact on Amateur 
Radio" -- such is the bleak future painted 
by the Private Radio Bureau if an FCC 
Review Board decision’ essentially per- 
mitting indecent language is allowed _ to 
stand. The decision, which allowed David 
Hildebrand, N6BHU, to keep his Amateur 
Radio station and operator licenses 
although he admittedly transmitted foul 
language, is under fire from the PRB and 
the ARRL. "At question," the PRB said, 
"is whether the Commission is powerless to 
prohibit indecency in the Amateur Radio 
Service." 

The PRB is’ appealing the Review 
Board's decision, claiming that the Board 
misapplied the law. According to the 
Review Board, FCC v. Pacifica, a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision which holds that 
the transmission of certain obscene words 
zeolates federal law, does not apply to 

nateur Radio. The Review Board held that 
different standards apply to Amateur Radio 
because it involves "private" and_ not 
"broadcast" transmissions. The PRB argued 
that not applying Pacifica standards to 
amateur transmissions was an _ inappropri- 


"What's this I hear about FCC giving 
back a license to an amateur who used foul 
language on the air?" Senator Goldwater 
asked FCC Chairman Fowler at a March 2 
Subcommittee on Communications hearing. 
Fowler answered that it was a Review Board 
decision and that the Review Board was 
independent of the FCC. Its decisions, 
however, are _ subject to review, Fowler 
noted. After consultation among staff 
members, he announced that the Private 
Racio Bureau had asked the Commission to 
review the Hildebrand case (page 1 of 
last issue) and that the FCC would indeed 
review the case. 

Golcwater also pressed Fowler as_ to 
what the FCC had done with the authority 
aver RFI granted it by Public Law 97-259.

ately narrow view." Furthermore, the 
Bureau asserted that Section 97.119 of the 
Rules (prohibiting obscene, indecent or 
profane words, language or meaning) exists 
independently of the Pacifica decision, 
and the Board had in effect overturned 
Section 97.119. In doing so, it acted 
beyond its authority. Because of the 
significance of this case, the PRB 
requested that the Commission hear oral 
arguments. 

The League asked for leave to inter- 
vene in this matter, saying that the 
Review Board decision set an "unlawful and 
intolerable precedent." The ARRL argued 
that the issue goes beyond Hildebrand's 
First Amendment rights to free speech; 
Amateurs in the area have a right not to 
be subjected to disgusting talk. Also .at 
stake is the reputation of the amateur 
community as a whole, and its. stated 
public service objectives. If the 
Commission grants the ARRL's motion for 
leave to intervene, the League will pre- 
sent further supporting arguments for the 
amateurs’ cause. 


passed has focused’ the attention of 
industry on RFI and made them more sen- 
sitive. FCC is encouraging formulation 
and implementation of voluntary standards. 
FCC is surveying consumers, checking TV 
sets in its labs and working with in- 
dustry.
